| AN Exhibitions Branch in the Board of Trade was 
first formed in 1906. It became allied to the 
Department of Overseas Trade (now the Export 
Promotion Department) on the formation of that 
department in 1917. This logically followed the main 
Objective of Government interest in Exhibitions and 
Fairs, the promotion of export sales. 

The Government has always sought to direct its 
‘tivities in this sphere to give the maximum help to 
United Kingdom exporters. There have been several 
Major committees to advise on the best methods. 
The latest was in 1945 when the Secretary for Over- 
teas Trade invited a group of experienced business- 
Men, under the chairmanship of Lord Ramsden, 
“to consider the part which exhibitions and fairs

should play in the promotion of export trade in the 
post-war era and to advise on policy and plans to be 
adopted to derive the maximum advantage from such 
displays.’’ Their report, published as a White Paper 
in March, 1946 (Cmd. 6782) made valuable recom. 
mendations which have been endorsed by Ministers 
and form the basis of Government policy in dealing 
with exhibition questions. The functions which can 
best be carried out by the Government in this field 
are performed by the Exhibitions Branch of the 
Export Promotion Department. 

There are a number of different spheres of activity 
in connection with Exhibition and Fair activities in 
and by the United Kingdom. In the first instance 
policy has to be determined: this includes the part to 
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be played by the United Kingdom in world arrangements 
such as have been embodied in the International Conven- 
tion of 1928, which sought to classify major exhibitions 
and regulate their frequency. 

Secondly, there is the National Fair. The British Indus- 
tries Fair is now a permanent feature of the commercial 
activity of the United Kingdom. 

Next are the infrequent, but large-scale International Ex- 
hibitions. Since 1920 British Pavilions have been planned, 
erected and equipped in such International Exhibitions 
as Rio De Janeiro (1922), Paris (1925 and 1937), Antwerp 
(1930), Brussels (1935),Johannesburg (1936/37),New Zealand 
(1925/26 and 1939/40) and New York (1939/40), and at 
Home in such exhibitions as the British Empire Exhibition 
(1924/25) and Glasgow (1938). Displays are also staged on 
a far less ambitious scale in some annual International 
Fairs overseas. An International Exhibition was under 
discussion for London in 1951, but, regretfully, the Govern- 
ment decided that the great diversion of manpower and 
materials needed to stage such an Exhibition could not 
be justified. 

Other exhibition and display activities are undertaken 
by Government or on behalf of Government departments, 
and before the recent war these activities were centralized 
in the Exhibitions Branch of the then Department of Overseas 
Trade. During the war, with the cessation of trade exhi- 
bition activities, the Ministry of Information became the 
main instrument. The type of services it rendered are now 
given by the Central Office of Information. The broad 
distinction in activities is to be found in the responsibility 
attaching to the Board of Trade to undertake any 
exhibition or display activity which has for its primary 
purpose the promotion of sales of United Kingdom goods 
abroad. 


British Industries Fair 


The major activity of the Exhibitions Branch of the 
Export Promotion Department is concerned with the 
organization of the British Industries Fair, which is held 
each year in London and Birmingham. The object of the 
Fair is to assist in the expansion of United Kingdom export 
trade by bringing together manufacturers and overseas 
buyers. While the Home trade aspect of the Fair cannot 
be entirely ignored, exhibitors’ displays are planned to 
interest overseas buyers, and the department’s publicity 
campaign for the Fair is directed primarily to overseas 
markets. 

Before the war the Fair was held in the fortnight beginning 
with the last week in February. It ceased to function during 
the war years and was amongst the first to be revived on a 
pre-warscalein1947. Beginning with the 1947 Fair, May has 
been chosen as the better month to secure greater results by 
the attraction of a larger number of overseas business visitors. 
In 1947 there was a record number of exhibitors (3,410) 
and a record attendance of trade buyers, including 17,000 
from overseas. ‘The general public is admitted only within 
restricted hours, so that business may be transacted with 
greater convenience. 

The department is responsible for the general policy of 
the Fair, and for the world-wide publicity campaign. It is 
also responsible for the detailed organization of the Fair 
in London: the detailed organization of the Birmingham 
Section is, however, undertaken by a Management Committee 
which is closely associated with the Birmingham Chamber of 
Commerce. The Fair, which has grown singe 1915 to be the 
largest National Trade Fair in the world, covers, with a 
few important exceptions, the whole range of United 
Kingdom industry, occupying close on one million square 
feet of exhibiting space. It is thus bigger than many of 
the International Trade Fairs held in other countries. 

It is a principle of the Fair organization that only manu- 
facturers, or those firms taking the sole output of a factory, 
are permitted to exhibit, so that the visiting buyer deals 
only with the primary suppliers. 

The Fair is financed in the main by the rents for space 
received from exhibitors: the department’s aim is to strike 
a balance between receipts and expenditure. Government 
grants have been made to meet the cost of the world-wide 
publicity campaign which is essential if the Fair is to succeed 
in attracting, as it did in 1947, buyers from as many as 
eighty-five countries. 

While the department retains the responsibility for the 
general policy, and the organization and management of the 
London Section, it seeks to secure from industrial organiza- 
tions and exhibitors all possible advice and assistance in the 
discharge of these functions. Recently the methods of 
securing that help have been changed, and the department 
is advised on matters of policy and detail by a small Advisory 
Committee of exhibitors, the members of which are nomi- 
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nated by the department and serve in a personal capacity 
The views of the individual exhibitor are obtained through, 
Council of Exhibitors comprising some sixty membex 
nominated by trade bodies interested in the classes 
goods exhibited in London. There is also a Publicit 
Advisory Committee. ’ 

The Assistant Secretary in charge of the Exhibition, 
Division holds the title of Director of the British Tnidustrig 
Fair. He is assisted by a Deputy Director and a stag 
experienced in the manifold duties of this great unde 
taking. 

The organization and management of a Fair of the din. 
sions of the British Industries Fair, or even the sm: 
Government stands in other Fairs, raises a great numbe , 
questions. Technical matters, such as those relating 1, 
stand design and construction, require the addition of y 
Exhibitions Architect and draughtsmen to the ordinan 
staff. The general layout of the Fair and the creation ¢ 
special features is planned in conjunction with advisony 
architects. In 1947/48 the department has derived greg 
assistance from advisers of high standing in the profession, 
The problems of allocation of space between more tha 
twenty trade groups and over two thousand exhibitors, th 
pacification of the disappointed applicant for whom roon 
cannot be found, the planning of delivery and removal 
the countless small problems of securing facilities fq 
decoration, lighting and reception, are among those whic 
fall to be undertaken in the Branch. 


Other Trade Exhibitions at Home 


A number of other trade exhibitions are staged in this 
country. These exhibitions are usually confined to the 
products of one industry and attract both the trades 
concerned and also those sections of the general public wh 
are particularly interested in the products of the particular 
industry. Examples of well-established events of this typ 
which have achieved a world-wide reputation are the Moto 
Show and Radiclympia. The latter, which was resumed in 
October 1947, attracted a record attendance both by the 
public and by overseas buyers. 

The Exhibition Branch is able to co-operate in the 
promotion of these shows. For example, to assist exhibitor 
in their contacts with overseas visitors, the Department 
installed at the invitation of the Radio Industry Council, a 
small information bureau at Radiolympia which is illu- 
trated at the beginning of this article on the previous page. 
This dealt with over a hundred serious enquiries a day 
and served incidentally, to bring the Department’s services t 
the notice of many exporters in other industries who visited 
the Radio Exhibition in their private capacity. Such ex- 
hibitions are increasingly directed towards the promotion of 
export sales. The Department can help to give advance 
publicity abroad: it can also aid the follow-up by such 
methods as sending catalogues of these important trade 
exhibitions to the Department’s representatives throughout 
the world, where they serve a valuable purpose as a guide 
to the exhibitors’ products. 


Overseas Trade Fairs 


The Branch is also responsible for advising United 
Kingdom firms regarding participation in or visits to trade 
fairs overseas. A list of the more important of these is 
published weekly in The Board of Trade Journal, new 
entries being starred for the convenience of the reader. 
Information as to the scope and past record of these events 
can be given from the reports of the Department’s overseas 
representatives, and in some cases from the first-hand 
experience of the personnel of the Division. Catalogues 
are filed for reference by those interested. 

The work of the overseas side of the Division is facilitated 
by the maintenance of cordial personal contact with the 
administrations of national and international trade fair 
throughout the world. 

Official participation in trade fairs is undertaken only 
within narrow limits in accordance with the views expressed 
by the Ramsden Committee. The members of the Committee 
felt that the interests of the buyer should be paramount and 
that they can best be served by exhibitors from all countrié 
being distributed in the appropriate trade sections rather 
than concentrated in officially organized national groups 
This is one of the points which is argued wherever industrial 
fair promoters meet. The Ramsden Committee considered 
that participation by Governments should be confined t 
the provision in suitable cases of an industrial publicity 
and information bureau, and this is undertaken by the 
Branch. As announced in the Board of Trade Journal 
of January 3, such bureaux will be staged at a small number 
of fairs each year.

Review of Board of Trade 
Controls 


SKED in the House of Commons whether he proposed 
Ato adopt any special measures for reviewing the 

structure and working of the controls affecting trade 
and industry as exercised by his department, the President 
of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, replied :— 

Yes, Sir. We are continuously modifying these controls ; 
but 1am not yet satisfied that we have fully adapted them 
to present needs. I have, therefore, decided to appoint a 
special Examiner to undertake a comprehensive review of 
the controls of my department. I should like to make it 
dear that this appointment implies no change in the Govern- 
ment’s overall policy on controls, but I am anxious to take 
every opportunity of eliminating anomalies and modifying 
their form and method of operation so that we can secure all 
the results we want with less friction and delay. 


Iam glad to announce that Mr. Laurence Merriam, 
Managing Director of B.X. Plastics, Ltd., who was Plastics 
(Controller from 1941 to 1945, has accepted this appointment. 
He will initiate reviews of individual controls, elicit sugges- 
tions from industry and commerce, and make recommenda- 
tions about the future operation of controls. His work will 
not cover consumer rationing or the control of retail prices. 


My right hon. Friend the Minister of Supply has asked me 
tosay that he has made a similar arrangement by appointing 
Sir Frederick Bovenschen, formerly Permanent Under- 
Secretary of State at the War Office, to review the controls 
axercised by his department. 

I have promises of co-operation from the Trades Union 
(ongress, and from the Federation of British Industries, the 
National Union of Manufacturers, and the Association of 
British Chambers of Commerce. The three latter bodies 
have agreed, at mv suggestion, to set up an informal com- 
nittee to assist with advice and suggestions. It would bea 
grat help if firms which have suggestions to make would 
make them through this committee or through the appro- 
priate trade body. 


Purchase Tax Changes 

Crimped Paper Food Cases: The charge of Purchase Tax 
wder Class 21 (a) (ii) ‘‘. . other articles of table or 
kitthen use ’’ will not in future be regarded as covering 
rimped paper food cases except when they are boxed, 
tanded, or otherwise put up for retail sale. 

This decision is confined to food cases ard does not 
extend to articles such as plates or platters, which are 
taxable in all circumstances and whether crimped, fluted 
or plain. 


Accessories for Stoves, Grates and Ranges: The exemp- 
tions for firebricks and similar articles designed for use as 
fuel economizers, and for fireguards, under Class 7 (b) (iii) 
do not extend to false firebars, sometimes known as ‘‘ coal- 
favers”” or ‘* coal-economizers’’, whether of the clip-on 
wt loose types. Such accessories for stoves, grates and 
tanges are chargeable with tax at the rate of 50 per cent. 
of the wholesale value under Class 9 (a) (v).

New Prices for Utility 
Woven Cloths of Wool 


HE Board of Trade have issued the Woven Cloth 

(Wool and Animal Fibre) (Manufacture, Marking and 

Supply) Order, 1948 (S.I. 1948 No. 305), which replaces 
the Woven Wool Cloth Directions. 

This Order prescribes higher price ranges for all Utility 
woven cloths of wool or animal fibre with the exception of 
cloth of specification number 110. These increased prices 
arise from the removal of the cotton subsidy and the con- 
tinuous rise in raw wool prices which has taken place since 
the price ranges were last adjusted. All prices are now 
quoted in Net Measure. The specification numbers 201, 
203, 205, 218 and 220A have been omitted from the Schedule 
as manufacturers may no longer accept orders for these 
cloths. 

Utility cloths invoiced by cloth manufacturers after 
February 29, 1948, against orders taken for any rationing 
period ending before March 1, 1948, will be marked ‘‘ P”’ 
in place of ‘‘S’”’ or ‘‘ SS.”? Cloths invoiced by cloth manu- 
facturers against orders taken for the period commencing 
March 1, 1948, will carry no mark other than the appropriate 
specification number. 

Cloth manufacturers will shortly receive detailed informa- 
tion of the revised procedure arising from these changes and 
merchant-converters, wholesalers and garment makers who 
do not receive similar details by March 1, 1948, should write 
to Wool Control, Statistics (Utility), Bradford. 

The Order prohibits the use of hand-knitting yarn for 
weaving and also prohibits the manufacture of blankets 
except under licence, from woven cloth of wool or animal 
fibre. 

The title ‘‘ Register of Manufacturers of Woven Wool 
Cloth ” has been changed to ‘‘ Register of Manufacturers of 
Woven Cloth (Wool and Animal Fibre)” for the purposes 
of this Order. The Order came into force on March 1, 
1948. Copies may be obtained (price 2d.) direct from H.M.

Price Regulation Chairmen 
Warn Traders 


At a meeting in London to discuss the enforcement of the 
price coptrol Orders announced by the President of the 
Board of Trade, Chairmen of Price Regulation Committees 
decided to take more drastic action against traders who do 
not furnish or obtain invoices. 

Every trader selling price-controlled goods to another 
trader is required to give a proper invoice within seven days 
of the delivery of the goods, and every trader who does not 
receive one is required to demand it in writing and to report 
the matter to his Local Price Regulation Committee. 
Traders who do not comply with these requirements render 
themselves liable to prosecution. 

Observance of these requirements is vital to legitimate 
trading and to proper compliance with price control regula- 
tions. Non-observance may well indicate that the supplier 
is overcharging or selling black market goods. These 
requirements have been in force for over six years, and the 
Price Regulation Chairmen feel that there is no longer any 
excuse for a trader who does not observe them. 

The relevant Order is the Price-Controlled Goods 
(Invoices) Order, 1943 (S.R. & O. 1943 No. 604), to which 
reference should be made for details of the requirements.

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Recommendations of China-clay 
Working Party Report 


N interesting and insufficiently known industry—the 

china-clay industry—is dealt with in the Working 

Party Report published last Thursday by H.M. 
Stationery Office (2s. 6d. net.). 


It is not generally known that in normal times the china- 
clay industry of Cornwall and Devon ranked second in 
importance only to coal in the tonnage and value of the raw 
material exported from this country. At present, because 
of the coal shortage, it ranks first. 

China-clay is a high-grade white or nearly white, clay 
formed by the natural decomposition of the mineral felspar, 
one of the main constituents of granite and a few other rocks. 

There are two chief ways by which felspar has been 
decomposed to form workable deposits of china-clay. One 
is by the weathering action of surface waters which have 
permeated through granite rocks, and the second is by the 
agency of hot solutions, which have come up from the depth 
in the earth’s crust. 


The industry dates back to 1755, and is concentrated in 
Cornwall and Devon, where granite is the chief rock. 

The Report reviews, among other things, the history of the 
industry, methods of mining the clay, economic problems, 
labour requirements, the growth and extension of mechan- 
ization, transport and distribution, and research. Photo- 
graphs of the pits and methods of working, and maps of 
the areas in Cornwall and Devon where china-clay deposits 
are found are also included. 

An interesting point in connection with the many and 
varied uses of china-clay is given in a note in the Report 
which says that the paper on which the text of the report is 
printed contains approximately 16-20 per cent. of china-clay, 
and the art paper used for the photographs approximately 
25 per cent.

Chief Recommendations 


4 summary of the chief recommendations contained in 
the Report is given below :— 

A survey of the undeveloped resources of china-clay 
should be undertaken to obtain as much information as 
possible, particularly as to the depth and lateral extent of 
the deposits. 

The question of standard specifications for the chief clays 
produced should be further investigated in conjunction with 
the consuming industries. 

Official statistics of the industry should include figures 
(not necessarily for publication) of the quantities of china- 
clay used by the various consuming industries. 

To assist long-term recruitment and to improve prospects 
of promotion, arrangements should be established for 
appropriate training, and extended use should be made of 
facilities for scholarships for special training. 

The industry should aim at reaching a target figure of 
4,000 employees if anticipated export and domestic markets 
for china-clay over the next two or three years are to be 
satisfied. 

Where not already in existence, minimum standards of 
welfare arrangements, as specified, should be introduced 
forthwith. 

There should be closer adherence to existing regulations 
under the Metalliferous Mines (Regulations) Acts. 

Joint committees, representative of management and 
employees, should be set up at each pit or china-clay works, 
where not already established. 

The future needs of the industry should be formulated and 
placed before the local housing authorities so that there can 
be full co-operation between all concerned as soon as 
possible. 

In view of the importance of the export trade, the trend 
towards extensive mechanization should be encouraged, and 
the Government should take steps to speed up deliveries of 


plant and equipment covering mining gear, filter-pregge; 
mechanical driers, and handling and loading machines, 

The industry should examine its long-term requirement, 
in detail with a view to ascertaining whether changes might 
be made to effect economies. 

Every effort should be made to secure a reduction jy 
coastwise freights to enable the industry to revert to the uw 
of shipping and canals as against rail transport to domest; 
consumers. 

In view of the urgent need to increase exports ths 
appropriate Departments should investigate the possibility 
of using British ships which are at present leaving Unite 
Kingdom ports without cargo. 

The utilization, for building and other purposes, of the 
vast resources of sand available near St. Austell and Py. 
mouth should be extended, particularly in view of the neaj 
to diversify employment. 

The concentration of production into fewer and larger 
units should be investigated as part of a general long-term 
policy of the industry to increase mechanization, to reducy 
costs, and to secure the efficient development of the miner! 
resources available. 

The method whereby all mineral rights can be mergoi 
under a single ownership should be examined in view of the 
importance of such a measure to the future development of 
the industry. 

A long-term development plan for the industry should bi 
prepared and official approval secured for it. 

Organized research facilities for the whole industry shoul 
be established as soon as possible and, if practicable, should 
also cover the related industries of China-stone and Ball 
Clay. 

A tripartite body should be established to be known as 
‘*The China-clay Council.” 


Long Term Policy 


The Working Party’s terms of reference were; ‘To 
examine and enquire into the various schemes and sugges 
tions put forward for improvements of organization, pr- 
duction and distribution methods and processes in the 
china-clay industry, and to report as to the steps which 
should be adopted in the national interest to strengthen the 
industry and render it more stable and more capable of 
meeting competition in the home and foreign markets.” 

The Report recalls that in the autumn of 1945, the 
President of the Board of Trade appointed a small Working 
Committee to investigate the china-clay industry, and theit 
report was submitted in March 1946. In that report the 
Committee dealt primarily with the immediate need of 
securing additional labour, machinery and other facilities 
for increasing production. The Working Party Report now 
published deals with some immediate problems, but is cot: 
cerned mainly with a long-term policy for strengthening this 
important industry to enable it to make the best possible 
contribution to the national economy.

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Anglo-Polish Trade and 
Financial Talks 


RITISH and Polish Government officials have had 

trade and financial talks during the last three weeks in 

London. In the course of these talks they have 
rviewed the progress of trade in accordance with the 
Anglo-Polish Trade Agreement of June 1947, and they have 
agreed plans for a useful expansion of trade between the 
two countries and for regularizing the arrangements for 
payments. 

Under the June Agreement, Poland undertook to supply 
£93 million of goods in the three years ended June 1950, of 
which £6°5 million was to be delivered in 1948. It is now 
agreed that the programme in 1948 should be increased 
up to some £11 million, including bacon, eggs and other 
egential foodstuffs worth some £7 million, and possibly 
me supplies of timber. Discussions with the Polish 
authorities about long-term trade arrangements and long- 
term contracts for certain essential foodstuffs will take 
place later in the year, the object of both Governments 
wing that Poland shall as soon as possible resume her old 
place as a permanent source of supply to the United King- 
dom. 

Poland planned, under the June Agreement, to import 
fom the United Kingdom up to £35 million of goods in 
the three years concerned. Within the limits of the 
increased sterling accruing to her from her export trade, 
the British Government undertook to facilitate purchases 
f wool, rubber and certain other materials essential to 
Poland up to a value of some £9 or £10 million in 1948. 

The two Governments will facilitate an exchange of 
niscelaneous manufactured goods up to £1-5 million or 
£2 million in 1948. Full details are still to be worked out ; 
but, meanwhile, the Board of Trade will be prepared to 
gant import licences for a range of goods, including certain 
uilding materials, household goods and other consumer 
goods, as provided for under the June Agreement. 


The United Kingdom undertook under the June Agree- 
ment that the Export Credits Guarantee Department 
would give guarantees designed to assist Poland in placing 
ners with manvfacturers up to £15 million of capital 
gods and equipment. This envisaged terms of payment 
extending over three years and credit facilities up to £6 
nillion. Arrangements have now been made for a bank 
alvance of up to £6 million further to facilitate the placing 
of this business, and certain short-term credit facilities in 
xspect to purchases of raw materials which were also 
envisaged in the June Agreement have now been fixed on 
4 precise basis. 

A Sterling Payment Agreement has also been concluded, 


which accords to Poland normal facilities for a Transferable ° 


Sterling Account. 

Discussions have also taken place about Poland’s pre-war 
indebtedness. It is now agreed that within three months 
ofthe conclusion of a Property Agreement with the United 
Kingdom, the Polish Government will discuss with 
“presentatives to be nominated by the United Kingdom 
Government to act on behalf of the British creditors more 
fetmanent arrangements in regard to Polish pre-war 
indebtedness. 





Trade Pact with Finland 


Talks which began on February 16 between the 
bovernment of the United Kingdom and a Finnish Trade 
Delegation have now reached a successful conclusion. 
Finland has agreed to supply the United Kingdom with 
190,000 tons of chemical wood pulp ; 30,000 to 40,000 tons 
ofmechanical wood pulp and 150,000 cubic fathoms of pit 
pops, as well as sawn softwood, plywood and other useful 
imber products which normally figure in the Finnish 
port trade to the United Kingdom. Contract terms for 
‘tain of these products are still under negotiation. 
F The United Kingdom has agreed to supply Finland with 
900,000 tons of coal and coke and 45,000 tons of steel. 


For the rest, specific quantities of goods have not been | 


discussed , but Finland will be in a position to resume the 
Sue of import licences for United Kingdom goods, and a 
Steady improvement is looked forward to in the exchange 
of goods between the two countries.

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Anglo-Danish Trade 
Agreement 


EGOTIATIONS in regard to trade and payments 

between Denmark and the United Kingdom were 

concluded on February 23, when an agreement 
covering the period January 1 to September 30, 1948, was 
initialled in the Treasury. 

The new agreement will enable shipments to the United 
Kingdom of butter and bacon to be resumed after an 
interval of nearly five months: except for some token 
shipments, they ceased on September 30 last when the 
earlier negotiations for the renewal of contracts were 
unsuccessful. 

It has been agreed that payments between Denmark and 
the sterling area shall be governed by the Anglo-Danish 
Monetary Agreement of August 16, 1945, but that during 
the period in question, they should, as far as possible, 
be kept in balance. It is estimated that they may amount 
to approximately £50 million in each direction. 

Apart from certain quantities already disposed of to 
other markets, Denmark agrees to deliver to the United 
Kingdom not less than 624 per cent. of her exportable 
surplus of butter at a price of 321s. 6d. a cwt., and guarantees 
the delivery of 40,000 tons. Denmark will also deliver 
to the United Kingdom not less than 80 per cent. of her 
exportable surplus of bacon at a price of 225s. a cwt. until 
September 30, 1948. This should produce about 22,000 
tons. The United Kingdom also undertook to purchase 
not less than 90 per cent. of Denmark’s exportable surplus 
of bacon in the 12 months ending September 30, 1949, at 
not less than 225s. a ewt. The United Kingdom will also 
be able to purchase other foodstuffs, including eggs, cheese, 
condensed milk. meat and fish. 


Deliveries of Coal 


The United Kingdom agrees to deliveries of coal, at the 
rate of 870,000 tons per annum, and iron and steel, at the 
rate of 50,000 tons per annum, during the period covered 
by the agreement. Denmark would also have facilities 
for obtaining some petroleum products from British 
controlled sources and limited facilities for making payments 
in certain countries outside the sterling area and the dollar 
area. In addition, Denmark will be able to purchase a 
wide range of manufactured goods from the United 
Kingdom, such as chemicals, machinery, vehicles and 
textiles, and will have regard to the normal pattern of 
trade in her import licensing policy. 





Anglo-Netherlands Trade 
and Financial Discussions 


HE Board of Trade announce that, following on talks 

in the Hague at the beginning of February, agreement 

was signed in London on February 27 between United 
Kingdom ard Netherlands Delegations on trade and 
financial matters. 


As a result, the United Kingdom will supply the Nether- 
lands with coal, steel and other essential raw materials, 
while the Netherlands Government have agreed to relax 
their import restrictions over a wide range of British goods 
and to pay special regard to imports where the United 
Kingdom had a traditional interest in the Dutch market. 
The United Kingdom will receive from the Netherlands 
strawboard and flax and a considerable quantity of agri- 
cultural and dairy produce, eggs, cheese, bacon and potatoes. 
The value of the total trade to be exchanged between the 
two countries amounts to over £70 million, which is an 
increase of more than 20 per cent. over the 1947 figures. 

The two countries also agreed to make reciprocal arrange~ 
ments for the resumption of tourist travel and an announce- 
ment will be made shertly indicating under what conditions 
residents in the United Kingdom will be able to travel to 
Holland. 

Exporters who have been doing a token trade with the 
Netherlands on the basis of their exports during 1936/35 
need not in future submit details of pre-war trade to the 
Commercial Department of the British Embassy at the 
Hague. Their agents or customers should submit applica- 
tions for licences in the usual manner for consideration by 
the Netherlands Import Licensing Authorities.

Deliveries of Rayon Yarn in 1947 


During October-December, the principal consuming 
industries all took considerably more yarn than in earlier 
quarters. Total deliveries were up by 18 per cent. on the 
third quarter, while exports, though they continued their 
steady rise, were only 11 per cent. higher. 

Deliveries in the second half of the year compared with 
those during January-June, rose in similar proportions to all 
the most important industries except hosiery, where they 
were 2 per cent. down. Weaving took 18 per cent. more, 
industrial users, warp knitting and narrow fabrics each 
received 13-14 per cent. more. There was an increase of 
one-quarter for lace in July-December and a sharp rise for 
hand knitting in the last quarter.

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Questions Asked and Answered 
in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


WEDNESDAY FEBRUARY 25 


Import Restrictions in America 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
was asked whether import licences for any classes of British 
goods were now being refused by the Governments of the 
United States, Canada, Argentina, or other South American 
States. 

The President replied that in the United States very few 
commodities required an import licence and he knew of no 
class of goods for which such licences would be refused. 

In Canada, for currency reasons, a prohibited list had been 
set up which prevents the importation from any country of 
specified goods. These restrictions did not greatly affect 
United Kingdom exports. 

All the South American Republics exercised control of 
imports either by means of an import licensing system or 
through the operation of exchange regulations. In general, 
except in Venezuela, goods of a luxury nature or which were 
considered to be non-essential were either totally prohibited 
or their importation was more or less restricted. 

The detailed regulations issued by the countries concerned 
might be consulted at the Export Promotion Department of 
the Board of Trade and were published from time to time in 
the Board of Trade Journal. 


THURSDAY FEBRUARY 26 


Sharing Newsreels 

The President stated that agreements which prevented 
cinematograph exhibitors from stopping their newsreel 
subscriptions were a necessary part of the arrangements for 
saving raw film stock by requiring pairs of neighbouring 
exhibitors to share the same copies of their newsreels. The 
probable net result of doing away with these arrangements 
would be the use of more film at home and an equivalent 
sacrifice of valuable exports. He was, however, looking 
into the arguments for enabling the cross-over system to be 
suspended, and he hoped very shortly to reach a decision. 


Japanese Textile Production 

In February 1947 the Far Eastern Commission, at the 
instance of the United Kingdom member, issued a directive 
to General MacArthur on Short Period Controls to Relieve 
World Shortages. Among the objectives there stated were 
the restriction of Japanese consumption of textiles and the 
stimulation of Japanese production of textiles for export. 

The reason for this directive was the urgent need for 
cotton textiles in the Far Eastern countries which had been 
devastated by the war, including British territories, at a 
time when no alternative source of supply was open. 

No overall limit was indicated in the directive for Japanese 
textile production because of the low level of existing 
Japanese production as compared with pre-war capacity. 


Statistics of Trade Act Staff 

The work authorized by the Statistics of Trade Act, 1947, 
had not yet begun, stated the President. A staff of 353 
was at present employed in the Census Office on duties 
which included certain preliminary work for the Censuses of 
Production and Distribution that would be taken under the 
Act. 


Styles of Women’s Clothes 

The President was asked if he would take steps to prevent 
the production of Jarge quantities of longer women’s coats 
and dresses, having regard to the fact that this fashion was 
only acceptable amongst a limited class of persons and led 
to waste of material and expensive alterations in the case 
of many women. 

He replied: I am not prepared to dictate styles to 
manufacturers of women’s garments, much as J deplore 
extravagant use of cloth at the present time. I am informed 
that there are considerable quantities of shorter garments 
available for those who want them. 


Imperial Preference 

Asked if he would give an undertaking that no further 
eoncessions in Imperial Preference would be made without 
prior reference to Parliament, the President said there must 
always be an opportunity for Parliament to consider agree- 


ments relating to tariffs and preferences, since changes in the 
United Kingdom tariff could only be made by legislation o 
by Orders either requiring affirmative resolutions or liabl 
to annulment by negative resolutions of the House. 


Import of Birds 

The import of all birds, whether dead, or alive in captivity 
was prohibited except under licence, it was stated. Licence 
were granted only in very exceptional circumstances { 
zoological gardens or for research purposes. No licences 
were granted for import of such birds as lapwings, larks, 
nightingales and songthrushes. 


Imports and Exports of Typewriters 

A Member asked from which countries we imported 328 
tons of typewriters in the year 1947; and the countries t 
which we exported 327 tons of typewriters in the same 
period.

Trade with Spain 

Figures of visible trade between Spain and the United 
Kingdom in 1947 showed a balance in Spain’s favour, it was 
stated, but when all payments were taken into account, 
including payments between Spain and the rest of the 
sterling area, the balance in favour of Spain was small and 
the Government did not feel that any special measures were 
called for. 


Wool for Harris Tweed 

Under the arrangements for the sale of British wools by 
auction, which came into force last autumn, said the 
President, spinners for the Harris tweed trade might now 
purchase as much wool as they wished, whereas before they 
were limited to specific allocations. The Hebridean 
spinners should be able to purchase all the wool they needed 
to work to full capacity. 

Weavers in the Outer Hebrides were receiving from these 
spinners more yarn than they had in 1939. They also 
received yarn from mainland spinners up to more than 100 
per cent. of pre-war supplies, whereas yarn supplies # 
weavers on the mainland were still substantially below 
pre-war and were insufficient to keep all their available 
weavers fully employed. Many established weavers on the 
mainland had looms standing idle for this reason, and he 
would, therefore, not be justified in permitting still mor 
mainland spinning capacity to be devoted to the needs of 
Hebridean weavers at their expense.

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Royal Ordnance Factories. 

The Minister of Supply, Mr. George Strauss, gave the

which, although they benefited the general public indirectly, 
iid not go direct to them, but to public services or to user, 
assembling or distributing industries. A considerable con- 
tribution, both direct and indirect, was being made to the 
axport drive, but precise details of the ultimate destination 
ofthe goods were not available. 


Disposal of Overseas Stores. 
The gross receipts realized by the Ministry of Supply in 
1946 and 1947 from the disposal overseas of surplus stores

Stocks of Jute ~ 
The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. A. G, Bottomley, 


stated that on December 30, 1947, there were 33,576 tons 
fraw jute in stock in this country, and 19,536 tons afloat. 
lhesee amounts together represent 6 months’ consumption 
it the present level. 

It was expected that the quantities of raw jute received 
fiom India and Pakistan during the first six months of 1948, 
gether with the stock held at the end of 1947 would be 
ficient to maintain last year’s level of consumption. 


Waste Paper Salva e 

Deliveries of waste paper to the board mills, since thé 
ppeals for increased salvage of paper, showed a gratifying 
uprovement, Mr. Bottomley stated. To what extent this 
was due to increased collections by local authorities could 
ot be gauged until their monthly returns are available 
aidexamined. The efficiency of local authorities’ salvage 
srvices depended to a considerable extent on their labour 
iil transport resources. A personal communication had 
ven addressed to every local authority asking for all the 
operation they were able to give. 


Damage to Cotton Stocks 

The loss to the Cotton Control, over the last two years of 
{s trading, arising from damage to its cotton stocks while 
ustore, amounted to about 0-4 per cent. of the value of the 
itton, and was due in the main to storage conditions 
verseas, Mr. Bottomley stated. The loss from damage 
aused to cotton while in store in this country could not be 
*parately estimated, but was insignificant. The loss by 
lamage, both abroad and here, represented an extremely 
suall part of the advantage from early purchase at favour- 
ible prices. 


New fashions 

Asked whether, in order to counteract the disproportion- 
iteamount of material used by followers of the new fashions, 
‘e would change the clothes rationing system so that 
oupons applied to the length of material rather than to 
the number of garments, Mr. Bottomley said the suggestion 
Yould not be practicable. 


Utility Cotton and Wool Cloth Subsidies 

Mr. Bottomley said the subsidies on utility cotton and 
wool cloth were estimated to cost £24,625,000 during the 
turent financial year. The estimated cost of the final 
layments falling into the financial year 1948/9 was £2 
uillion. The subsidies related to utility cloth, but most 
if this cloth was sold by retail as utility garments. In 
the absence of the kind of information which a Census of 
Distribution would disclose, he could not make any reliable 
timate of the annual retail turnover of utility clothing. 


Price of Standing Timber 

Mr. Bottomley said that the views of representatives of 
limber growers are received, as may be necessary, either 
directly or through the Forestry Commission, with which his

Department, which fixed timber prices and controlled felling 
licences, was constantly in touch. The only increase in the 
price of standing timber since the end of the war had been one 
of 25 per cent. allowed in January 1947. This was designed 
to provide among other things for increased costs of main- 
tenance and replanting. In view of the great differences 
between the methods of different timber growers, the 
matter was necessarily dealt with on broad lines. 


Stocks of Women’s Outerwear 

Any stocks of women’s outerwear in the hands of manu- 
facturers or distributors did not represent more than a 
couple of months’ sales, and it was not proposed to reduce 
the coupon values of these garments, said Mr. Bottomley. 
The Board of Trade was assisting the trade to export 
surplus garments and as regards future production was 
taking steps to redress the balance between cloths for men’s 
and women’s wear. 


Economic Reports 

Asked when the publication of reports on the economic 
conditions of foreign countries would be resumed, Mr. 
Bottomley said the preparation of a number of these 
reports for both foreign and Empire countries was put in 
hand last year and he hoped that the first, that on Argentina, 
would be available early in April. Others would follow in 
rapid succession. 


Yarn Production 

In view of the continued increase in yarn production, 
a questioner asked what effective steps were being taken 
to avoid irregularity due to weaving capacity not keeping 
pace with revival in the spinning branch. 

Mr. Bottomley replied that in co-operation with the 
Minister of Labour and National Service and the Minister 
of Supply, all practicable measures were being taken, such 
as the stimulation of recruitment and the improvement of 
weaving machinery and accessories supplies, to ensure that 
the weaving section of the cotton industry increased its 
effective capacity in step with increases of yarn output. 


Iron and Steel Industry 

Mr. Strauss said that for purposes of administration the 
iron and steel industry was regarded as comprising under- 
takings engaged on a number of diverse production activities. 
The extent of these activities was indicated below, showing 
the number of undertakings engaged in each. Many under- 
takings were engaged in more than one activity and therefore 
appear under more than one heading in the table.

Opening of ‘* Grenfell ’’ Factory 


Mr. D. R. Grenfell, M.P., performed the opening ceremony 
at the Bamford Springs, Ltd., factory at Llwynypia in the 
Rhondda on February 28. Mr. G. A. Isaacs, Minister of 
Labour and National Service also took part in the ceremony. 

This is the first to be opened of the ten ‘‘ Grenfell ’’ 
factories which are being constructed by the Board of Trade 
in the South Wales and Monmouthshire Development Area 
in accordance with the recommendations of a Working 
Party which the Government set up in 1945 under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Grenfell. The recommendations were 
published as a White Paper (Cmd. 6719) entitled ‘‘ Pro- 
vision of Employment in South Wales for Persons suspended 
from the Mining Industry on Account of Silicosis and 
Pneumoconiosis.”” The Government are anxious to en- 
courage the employment of ex-miners suffering from these 
diseases to the greatest possible extent and the Grenfell 
factories will be leased to industrialists who undertake to 
draw not less than 50 per cent. of their employees from the 
Disabled Persons Register and who in return will be entitled 
to claim a rebate of 50 per cent. on the rent they pay for 
the factory.

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Variations in United Kingdom Import 
and Export Prices in 1947 


HE import and export price index numbers published 

each month in the Board of Trade Journal are designed 

to show the movement in prices of goods currently 
imported or exported by the United Kingdom com- 
pared with prices in 1938. A _ revised series of index 
numbers for 1947, weighted according to expected imports 
and exports for 1948, has been calculated and the index 
numbers will be continued during 1948 on this basis. The 
current monthly figures for 1947 and 1948 are not strictly 
comparable with the figures shown for December each year 
from 1939 to 1946, which are based on the approximate 
level of imports and exports at the time to which the index 
relates and so reflect the general trend of prices during these 
years, rather than the changes in price of the imports and 
exports expected in 1948*. Though prices as a whole may 
be rising, it is possible for the index number at the end of 
one year to be lower than that recorded a year earlier 
owing to the increased proportion represented by goods 
whose rise in price since the base year has been less than 
the average. 

The charts opposite show the trend of prices of the principal 
categories of imports and exports since the beginning of 
1947, a three-monthly moving average being used to even 
out fluctuations.

Prices of imports as a whole, which rose continuously 
during 1946, increasedr ather more rapidly during 1947, 
particularly in the early months, and by January 1948 
were 18 per cent. higher than a year earlier. There was a 
rise of 24 per cent. between December and January. The 
rise in prices of food, drink and tobacco between January 
1947 and January 1948 was only 9 per cent., which is 
slightly less than the rise of 12 per cent. in the preceding 
twelve months. The index remained stable between June 
and December 1947, though there was a_ considerable 
number of differential price changes in this period. The 
rise of 24 per cent. in January 1948 was largely due to in- 
creased prices of dairy produce. 

Prices of imported raw materials rose continuously in 
1947 and more rapidly than in 1946, the rise up to May and 
after September being particularly marked. The index 
showed a rise of 30 per cent. between January 1947 and 
January 1948 compared with 10 per cent. in the preceding 
twelve months. Most of the rise in the index for manu-

factured articles occurred between February and September: 
this index, like those for the other main classes, showed 4 
considerable advance in January. The 25 per cent. rise 
over the year was appreciably greater than the 18 per cent, 
during 1946.

Prices of goods for export also rose more steeply in 1947 
than in 1946, but the increase of 15 per cent. between 
January 1947 and January 1948 compared with 12 per cent. 
in the preceding twelve months was a smaller change than 
occurred in import prices. In January 1948 the total index 
showed no change compared with December 1947, and the 
only significant change in any of the series was a rise of 
2 per cent. for raw materials as a result of the higher coal 
prices which caused an advance of 17 per cent. in the 
re-weighted index in December. Over the year ended 
January, raw materials advanced by 31 per cent., much the 
largest rise, while food, drink and tobacco rose by only

HE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold 

Wilson, announced in the House of Commons on 

Tuesday that arrangements had already been made 
for the Token Imports Scheme to apply to the following 
countries during 1948: Australia, Canada, France, Holland, 
India, Italy, Pakistan, Sweden, Switzerland, United States, 
and Denmark. 

The annual quota will continue to be 20 per cent. of the 
value of each individual manufacturer’s average 1936/35 
trade with the United Kingdom in the commodity in 
question. (This list differs from that operating during 
1947 in that Australia, India and Pakistan are now included 
and Belgium and Luxembourg, Finland and Norway 
omitted.) 

It has already been announced that the Token Imports 
Scheme can now only be applied to countries which offer 
the United Kingdom an adequate return within our general 
trade arrangements with them. The extension of the scheme 
to other countries will therefore be a matter for discussion 
with them. Any arrangements made as a result of such 
discussions will be announced from time to time. 

The administrative arrangements with Canada, France, 
Holland, Italy, Sweden, Switzerland, United States and 
Denmark for the issue of Token Import quota certificates 
and shipment vouchers remain as previously announced. 
In Australia the issue of the necessary certificates and 
vouchers will be done by the Department of Commerce 
and Agriculture, and in India by the Ministry of Commerce, 
New Delhi. The administrative arrangements for Token 
Imports from Pakistan will be announced later. 

The arrangements outlined above do not in any way 
affect import licences issued against 1947 Token Import 
quotas.

Since then prices 
of textiles have risen by 1 per cent. per month, whereas 
during the first four months of the year the price rise 
averaged 2 per cent. per month. 

Up to September all three subdivisions showed about the 
same rise in price, 12 to 14 per cent., and it is only the 
continued rise in prices since then that makes the textiles 
index for January 18 per cent. higher than a year earlier 
as against 14 per cent. for both metal goods and miscella- 
neous manufactures. Textiles are more than three times 
their pre-war prices, the index of 326 contrasting with 221 
for metal goods and 235 for other manufactures.

High Figure of Clearances with Cargo 


in January 


LEARANCES of shipping with cargo in the foreign 
trade rose by 219,000 tons in January to 2-38 million 
tons net, the highest monthly total since 1940. On 
a daily average basis clearances were about 3 per cent. 
lower than in September and only 48 per cent. of the 1938 
average. Entrances with cargo, on the other hand, fell 
by 425,000 tons to 3-48 million tons net, this being, apart 
from November, the lowest monthly total since May. The 
daily average was about 60 per cent. of the pre-war figure. 
The ‘‘ cargo ”’ figures include vessels loading or unloading 
mail only, while vessels recorded as ‘‘ in ballast’ include 
those embarking or disembarking passengers only or 
entering for, or clearing with, bunkers only as well as the 
normal ballast movement.

Entrances of vessels in ballast were, on a daily average 
basis, 11 per cent. more than in December and just over 
half the 1938 average. Vessels entering with passengers 
only represented 15 per cent. of the total and those calling 
only for bunkers 28 per cent. Clearances in ballast averaged 
about the same as in the previous month. Tonnage clearing 
with bunkers only made up 55 per cent. of this total, while 
a further 84 per cent. represented vessels with passengers 
only.

There has been progressive relaxation of bunkering 
restrictions and, as from the middle of January, British 
vessels were granted unrestricted bunkering facilities at all 
United Kingdom ports. The daily average of 13,000 tons 
of coal shipped for bunkers during the month was the 
highest since February 1947, but only 45 per cent. of the 
1938 average. Shipments of oil for bunkering averaged 
just over 1} million gallons a day, or nearly a quarter more 
than in December, and more than 75 per cent. above the 
average for 1938. The daily average in January was 
greater than in any month except last July and October. 


Nationality of Vessels 


Entrances with Cargo*: The decline of 471,000 tons in 
the total was mostly due to a fall of 15 per cent. (over 
400,000 tons) in entrances of British vessels. Among 
foreign entrances, which were 6 per cent. lower as a whole, 
United States tonnage continued the decline since the 
post-war peak of June 1947 and at 167,000 tons, was the 
lowest since November 1945. Most of the other nationalities 
were also lower, but the tonnage of Norwegian vessels, 
the largest nationality, was unchanged at 203,000 tons, 


Clearances with Cargo*: Clearances of British vessels 
rose by 124,000 tons compared with December and foreign 
vessels by 37,000 tons, the proportionate increase in each 
case being about the same—8 per cent. In both cases the 
totals for the month were, with the exception of last 
September, the highest since the fall of France. Among 
foreign nationalities there were no very material changes 
but Dutch tonnage displaced United States as the largest 
nationality and clearances of Swedish vessels were the 
highest since 1946. 


Trading Areas 


Entrances with Cargo* from British countries (1,074,000 
tons) were 23 per cent. lower than in December. From 
foreign countries the fall in entrances was much less (7 pet 
cent. to 2,226,000 tons) but in both cases the totals were, 
apart from the low November figures, the smallest since 
the spring of last year. ‘The decline was shared by all 
areas except West and South Africa, entrances from which, 
at 197,000 tons, just exceeded those in December, and 
were the highest since 1942. For most areas the figures 
were above those recorded in November, notable exceptions 
being North America—Atlantic Coast and West Indies 
and Central America (Atlantic Coast), entrances from 
which were the lowest since April 1947 and North America 
—Pacific Coast, whence they were the smallest since 
December 1946. 


Clearances with Cargo* to British countries rose by 5 pet 
cent. to 865,000 tons, the largest monthly total since 
June 1940, and to foreign countries by 10 per cent. to 
,327,000 tons, a figure only once exceeded since May 
1940. With few exceptions, the most important of which 
was Northern Europe (Foreign) where the decline was 
partly seasonal, all areas participated in the rise. Clearances 
to Australasia and to South America—aAtlantic Coast were 
the highest since 1940 and to Central and FEasterD 
Mediterranean countries and to Eire the highest since 
May and October 1946 respectively.

Port Areas: In the table below arrivals and departures 
f vessels in the foreign trade are grouped according to 
port areas. 

Arrivals with Cargo: Arrivals with cargo in the foreign 
ade were lower than in December at the more important 
port areas. They were, however, higher at the two Scottish 
eas and at North-east Coast and East Channel ports. 


Departures with Cargo from most of the port areas were 
higher than in December from many port areas, the only 
decline of any significance being for the West Coast of 
otland, where departures were the lowest for six months. 
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Outstanding increases were shown for the Thames area, 
where the total, 693,000 tons, was 20 per cent. greater than 
in December and the highest since August 1939, and for 
West Channel ports, departures from which (527,000 tons) 
were one-third above the December figure and, with one 
exception, the highest since before the war. 


Definitions 


Certain of the terms used in this article require some further 
explanation. 


(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any 
port abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from 
one port to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has 
on board cargo shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom 
for discharge abroad, or passengers from or for a port outside the 
United Kingdom. 

The coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coast- 
wise cargo and/or passengers from port to port in the United King- 
dom, or when moving between such ports without at the time having 
on board cargo or passengers from or for a port abroad. Thus the 
coastwise movement in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, 
having completed the discharge of cargo or passengers from abroad 
at one United Kingdom port, proceed coastwise to another port to 
load for the return voyage. 


(2) The cargo figures relate to vessels which actually load or unload 
merchandise (other than Government Stores), bullion, specie or mail 
(but not solely bunkers, ships’ stores or passengers). The ballast 
figures relate to all other vessels and include vessels loading or un- 
loading only Government Stores, i.e., for arrivals, goods returned 
from the Military, Naval and Air Forces abroad and captured enemy 
military equipment ; and for departures, goods shipped by a United 
Kingdom Government Department for the use of Government 
Forces abroad. 


(3) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed 
at each port.

Broadcast receiver components for export show increased 
skill in design, resulting in greater efficiency in the use of 
materials and easier, quicker production methods. As a 
consequence export components are cheaper, better in 
performance and better styled. 

An important contribution is increased standardization. 
Thirteen panels are sitting at present to recommend 
standards for adoption by the British Standards Institution. 
There used to be 1,500 shapes and sizes of laminations in 
the electrical trade—about 800 in the radio trade alone. 
It is hoped to reduce them to 40. The manufacture of 
resistors and other components is being similarly rational- 
ized. 

Research and manufacturing skill are also being directed 
to achieving higher standards of durability and electrical 
stability for special components—for example, those for 
exacting tropical conditions or for use in measuring instru- 
ments. 

Necessarily important in war-time for Army and airborne 
equipments, ‘‘ miniaturization ’’ of components continues, 
not only for miniature radio equipment and deaf aids, but 
for use even when there are no such limitations of space 
to facilitate assembly and servicing. 

In the field of increasing precision, the ratlio components 
industry deals in tolerances of down to a ten-thousandth 
of an inch. For condensers it aluminium foil in 
thicknesses of a thousandth of a millimetre. Some complete 
components are so small that tweezers are almost necessary 
toliftthem. The hermetic sealing of such small components 
presents a problem—how to get electrical connection 
through the seal. It is done to-day by using metallized 
glass or metallized ceramics.

currency areas referred to as the ‘‘ Western Hemisphere” 
are the United States, Canada (with Newfoundland) and 
the Argentine. Other countries in which it is important 
to earn currency include South Africa, Belgium, Sweden, 
Switzerland and Portugal. Attention should be given to 
markets in the Colonial possessions of some European 
countries, e.g., the Belgian Congo and Portuguese East 
Africa. 

Licensing arrangements are as follows: 


Chocolate and Sugar Confectionery: Bulk export licence 
will be granted to manufacturers according to their ability 
to export. 


Proprietary Cocoa Powder and Drinking Chocolate: Bulk 
export licences will be granted to manufacturers according 
to their past performance in the export trade and their 
ability to export these commodities. 


Bulk Cocoa Powder: Very limited supplies will be 
available during 1948. Export licences will be granted to 
manufacturers as in preceding paragraph. 


Sweetened and Unsweetened Chocolate Couverture: Bulk 
export licences to cover the very limited quantities available 
for export will be allocated to manufacturers according to 
their productive capacity and ability to export. 


Cocoa Butter: Bulk export licences to cover the limited 
quantity available will be granted to manufacturers accord: 
ing to past performance in the export of cocoa butter. 


Brokers and Shippers 


Manufacturers to whom export licences are being granted 
for the above commodities undertake to transact a share 
of their business through brokers and shippers where 
this is in accordance with past procedure. Brokers and 
shippers who hold orders for export should, therefore 
approach the manufacturers in whose goods they are 
interested. 

Special arrangements additional to those mentioned 
have been made in respect of a limited quantity of cocoa 
butter (or chocolate couverture if required) now available 
for export to New Zealand. Export licences will be granted 
on a ‘‘ first come, first served’ basis on application to 
the Export Licensing Department of the Board of Trade,

Cocoa Residue or Cocoa Cake: A licence for the export 
of this product will usually be freely granted provided 
that the cocoa butter content does not exceed 2 per cent. 

In certain instances permission is given for the export 
of cocoa cake containing more than 2 per cent. of cocoa 
butter provided that the cocoa butter, when extracted, 
is returned to the United Kingdom. Applications for 
licences under this heading should state the cocoa butter 
content of the cocoa cake which it is desired to export, ant 
the amount of cocoa butter the exporter expects to receiv?

Medicated Confectionery: There is no restriction on the 
export of medicated confectionery, either as regards 
quantity or destination, and export licences are not required.

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Standard Industrial Classification 


government service has prepared a standard indus- 
trial classification which has now been set out by the 
(Central Statistical Office in a publication of the Stationery 
Office. * 
The basis of this classification is the grouping of industrial 
establishments under various trade headings according to 
the principal products made. For example, an establish- 
ment making motor vehicle engines and aero-engines will be 
included as part of the ‘‘ Motor vehicle and cycle ”’ group of 
trades if its main activity is the production of motor vehicle 
engines, and not with the aircraft trades. In this way each 
establishment, its output, employment, etc., can be classified 
wider a particular trade heading. It should, perhaps, be 
amphasized that this is a classification of trades and not of 
products. The purpose of the standard classification is to 
ensure that activities are classified uniformly by various 
departments, so that comparability between statistics 
covering different aspects of economic life may be ensured. 
For a given trade, data collected at the Census of Production, 
through the Unemployment Insurance Scheme and from the 
Census of Population will relate to the same activities, with 
corresponding benefits to the accuracy of the conclusions 
to be drawn from official statistics. 
The standard classification sets out 163 minimum list 
headings and under one or other of them all departments 


, N inter-departmental committee of statisticians in the 


will classify their statistics relating to industry and. com- 
merce. This, however, will not prevent greater detail being 


given for some purposes, and the standard classification 
provides for a great number of optional sub-divisions. These 
will be used, with others as may be found desirable, in 
preparing reports on the Census of Production, but the 
Census reports will always show aggregates corresponding to 
the minimum list headings. 

The new classification will be adopted for the 1948 Census 
of Production and for statistics of the insured population 
arising from the 1948 exchange of insurance books. The 
adoption of a revised classification must, of course, tend to 
introduce an element of non-comparability between past and 
future figures. The disadvantages of this, however, are 
appreciated and efforts will be made to minimize this 
inconvenience There will be a break in the continuity 
of some of the Census of Population figures but the very 
considerable number of headings in use before the war 
will enable figures to be produced in most cases substan- 
tially comparable with those in the new minimum list. 
The Census of Production is in the happy position of 
having data relating to establishments and not to indi- 
viduals, and it will normally be practicable to produce 
pre-war and post-war figures for employment in each 
trade that are comparable. Certain goods will be classi- 
fied in the 1948 Census as principal products of a trade 
different from that at the 1935 Census, but this transfer 
involves no loss of compare ability.

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Standard Specifications have been 
adopted in Palestine 


The article below is contributed as an information service to industry by the British Standards Institution 


RIOR to the establishment of the Standards Institution 
P: Palestine, little had been done in the field of system- 
atic standardization in that country. There had been, 

of course, many efforts on the part of individual manufac- 
turers and various authorities to promote standardization in 
one field or another, but these efforts were not 
correlated only little benefit accrued to the consumer 

Notable exceptions were the two large-scale schemes 
launched by Mr. Wilson Brown, then Director of War 
Production, during the later part of the war. The first 
scheme—Production of Consumer’s Goods—covered the 
manufacture of a great variety of household products, then 
very and the second—the Emergency Building 
Scheme-—provided for the erection of urgently required 
housing units totalling 27,000 rooms. Specifications for 
both schemes were worked out in great detail, minimum 
quality requirements prescribed and an inspection system 
introduced. Both schemes, in which a large number 
of manufacturers participated, were crowned with success. 

This success provided an impetus to negotiations already 
under way for the establishment of an independent organiza- 
tion to be entrusted with the promulgation of Palestine 
Standard Specifications. In January, 1945, the new 
Institution was inaugurated by the late Lord Gort, then 
High Commissioner for Palestine, and immediately embarked 
on its task. According to its constitution, the Institution is 
a joint undertaking of the Government, Jewish Agency, 
Association of Engineers and Architects, Manufacturers’ 
Association, Municipality of Tel Aviv and the Palestine 
Industrial Council ; bodies share the burden of its 
maintenance by providing annual grants and are represented 
on its Board of Governors. Mr. Wilson Brown was elected 
the first President, which office he held for two successive 
terms until his retirement from service in Palestine ; he was 
succeeded by Mr, I, Rokach, the Mayor of Tel Aviv, who is 
an engineer by profession.

Aims and Objects 


The primary function of the Institution is the promul- 
cation of standard specifications, and the principles govern- 
ing the preparation of standards in all countries of the 
Commonwealth have also been adopted in Palestine. There 
is, however, a second function which is at least of equal 
importance, i.e. the testing of materials and products to 
ascertain their compliance with the appropriate specification. 
standards institutions in other countries confine 
preparation of specifications, but in a 
Palestine it is of great advantage to have

The great majority of Palestinian manufacturers is unable 
to introduce an effective system of testing at their works. 
since this requires special laboratory equipment and trained 
staff. Moreover, Palestine’s industry is still young and the 
approval of the quality of its products by an independent 
testing authority can do much towards winning the confi- 
dence of the consumer, 

As regards imported goods, past experience has revealed 
that these, too, cannot be exempted from some form of 
inspection. As a part of the Middle East, Palestine has 
often been regarded ‘* backward ”? country and there 
are Many cases on rec cord where well-known manufacturing 
firms, enjoying an excellent reputation in their own 
countries, have delivered goods of inferior quality. Such 
cases have increased in recent years, probably as a result of 
difficulties in securing raw materials. The Institution was 
fortunate in acquiring the testing laboratories of the 
Association of Engineers and Architects, together with their 
staff, which over a period of more than 20 years had 
amassed a considerable volume of data on the properties of 
industrial materials and products. These laboratories, 
which include building, chemical, mechanical, ‘electric and 
physical sections, are constantly being extended and their

Building and Electrical Industries 


The main attention of the Institution so far has been 
focused on standards for building industry. Palestine 
to-day witnesses extensive building activities which make 
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the availability of suitable standards a question of Para- 
mountimportance. In addition, the quality of many locally 
manufactured building materials has deteriorated a & great 
deal during the war, and definite requirements have to he 
established to remedy this position. Apart from specifica. 
tions already published or under consideration at. present 
it is intended to extend the activities in this field in the ven 
near future so as to cover all important elements of {hy 
building industry of local manufacture. 

Closely connected with building standards are specifica. 
tions for the electrical industry, which are now in the coury 
of preparation. These refer mainly to electric appliances 
for use, but more general objects like electri 
cables, installation materials, and accumulators have als 
been covered. The necessity for a maximum economy in 
the country’s limited water resources led to the preparation 
of specifications for water measuring devices and pum Ips, 
In the foodstuff industry, too, an important start has been 
made and a range of specifications for citrus concentrates, 
one of the basic industries in Palestine, has been prepared. 

Besides standard specifications in the strict sense of the 
word, the Institution has also embarked on the preparation 
of regulations, codes, recommendations and model contracts 
Regulations for operation and maintenance of lifts, electri 
wiring code, recommendations for water level recorders, 
model contract for supply of pumps and method of measure- 
ment of building works are several examples of this type o! 
work, Codes of practice, especially in the building industry 
are also contemplated. 

It has been the policy of the Institution lo follow British 
Standards practice as closely as possible. 

Climatic conditions, the nature of available raw materials, 
established custom or local manufacturing facilities have 
been responsible for deviations, if any. No British-made 
product complying with the B.S.S. requirements will be 
precluded from use in Palestine. 

Contrary to established practice in the United Kingdom 
Palestine standards are published first as tentative for a 
period of 12 months. The minimum quality requirements 
included in the specifications are usually higher than the 
quality of locally manufactured products, and a trarsition 
period for industry has to be granted. In addition, 
dimensions and sizes varying from thuse prevalent, are being 
adopted at times in order to promote interchangeability 
and correlation, and consequently sufficient time must be 
allowed for the necessary changes in the production plant. 
Lastly, a practical trial of a specification can only be of 
benefit in a country where standardization is a compara- 
tively new matter.

Certification Marking 


At the British Standards Commonwealth Conference 
(London, 1946), at which the Standards Institution ©! 
Palestine was also represented, a considerable part of the 
discussion was devoted to the question of a standard mark 
It was recommended that each national organization shoult 
have a standard mark to indicate compliance with 

andard which has already been published or may " 
lil shed by the standards organization administering thi 
mark. ‘The licence to use such a standard mark should be 
granted only when the methods of production and contr 
give assurance that the product marked complies with the 
relevant standard. 

The implementation of this recommendation in Palestit’ 
had to be postponed until an adequate number of standards 
will have become available. But meanwhile some me ans of 
certification was necessary to protect the consumer frou! 
buying products of inferior quality. Apart from indiv idua! 
testing of manufactured goods, both of local and foreigh 
make, a systematic inspection service has been introduced it 
several cases where the whole production of a manufactur! 
is placed under the control of the Institution. The mode 0! 
inspection varies in each case and its extent depends mains 
on the quality control maintained by the individual mao” 
facturer. A special ad hoc committee determines the 
minimum requirements with which the inspected commodity 
shall comply until a Palestine standard has been e »stablished' 
these requirements are mainly based on British Standar 
Specifications or, in the absence of such, on other suita 
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standards. All goods under this inspection scheme are 
fitted with a tag or label bearing the words ‘‘ Approved by 
the BLP.’ 


Inspection of Electrical Appliances 


The approval service received great impetus by the 
agreement reached between the Institution and the two 
electric corporations operating in Palestine. According to 
this agreement, no appliances for domestic use are connected 
to the mains unless they have been approved by the 
Institution. Cooking ranges, boiling plate Ss, water heaters, 
wash boilers, fires and coffee heaters are involved at present. 
The control over the manufacture or sale of electrical 
appliances, whether of local or overseas origin, was necessi- 
tated by the numerous accidents recorded during the past 
years. ‘The public on the other hand, recognizing the 
potential danger of badly made apparatus, has whole- 
heartedly welcomed this approval scheme. 


British-made apparatus are exempted from testing in 


Palestine if proof of their compliance with B.S.S. 
requirements is furnished. 
Certificates from scientific institutions as well as 


laboratory reports of well-known firms are accepted for this 
purpose and only a small percentage of the consignment is 
examined on the spot to establish whether any damage has 
been caused in transport. Failing such certificates, or 
reports, the manufacturer’s representative is requested to 
carry out the inspection in Palestine.

The Institution issues its own ‘‘ Bulletin,’ a quarterly 
publication (English and Hebrew) which is intended to give 
atrue picture of the Institution’s activities both with regard 
to standardization and testing, and is widely circulated in 
Palestine and abroad. In addition, it publishes a bi- 
monthly Information Sheet, for the time being in Hebrew 
only, which explains in popular form to the public at large 
the principles of standardization and quality control as 
practised by the Institution. Extracts from this Sheet t are 
extensively quoted by the local Press.

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First Preliminary Results of Partial 
Census of Production, 1946 


In this survey are presented the first preliminary results of the Partial Census of Production for 1946 


in the form of statistical tables on the Hats, Caps and Millinery Trade. 


Further preliminary results 


covering other industries and trades included in the Census will be published in later issues. 


N June 1945, the President of the Board of Trade 

appointed a committee to consider what additional 

information should be collected at future Censuses of 
Poduction and to recommend what amendments should 
be made to the Census of Production Acts. This committee, 
wuder the chairmanship of Sir George Nelson, presented 
a report in September 1945 which was published as 
(md. 6687. The recommendations made were accepted 
by the Government and the necessary amending legislation 
effected in the Statistics of Trade Act, 1947. 

The work of the Census of Production Office was dis- 
continued during the war, so that it became necessary 
to rebuild the organization for making these enquiries. 
The Partial Census of Production is the first post-war 
work of the Census Office and is to be followed by a more 
wmplete census for this year and, as the Statistics of 
Trade Act lays down, by annual censuses thereafter. 

While the main object of the Partial Census was to 
obtain information for certain industries it provided an 
pportunity to frame questions designed to elicit the 
ditional information recommended by the committee, 
and the replies have been considered with a view to seeing 
how the provision of this information can best be secured 
it future censuses. Samples of the returns were analyzed 
ast year and the results placed before the Census of 
Production Advisory Committee. The Committee recom- 
mended a number of amendments in the questions and 
these have been embodied in the general form issued in 
January to all productive firms so as to give them notice in 
advance of the information they will be asked to furnish 
next year when the 1948 Census of Production is taken. 
So far as this series of preliminary reports is concerned 
the only data arising from the new questions that will be 
included relate to wages and salaries and working pro- 
prietors and to certain aggregates of stocks and work in 
progress. 

Before the war and until the last pre-war Census of 
Production for 1935, a full census was taken quinquennially, 
though after 1932 these were supplemented by Inquiries 
wider the Import Duties Act, the last of which was made 
inrespect of production in the year 1937, supplemented by 
some information for 1938. The war interrupted work on 
this Inquiry with the result that preliminary reports of the 
results for only the Iron and Steel and Textile groups of 
tades were able to be completed and published before 
the outbreak of war.* Reports for all trades in 1937/8 
are being prepared in the Census Office, but as it was not 
normally practicable after the war to trouble firms with 
queries relating to figures given in their 1937/8 returns the 
results should all be regarded as approximate. For the 
trades covered by the preliminary reports published before 
the war, the final results will be substantially correct, 
but in others there is necessarily some margin of error. 
This is not believed to be great, particularly as any really 
inportant discrepancies for major products were taken up 
with the firms concerned. 

The present series of preliminary reports for industries 
included in the Partial Census will include these final 
tesults for 1937 if the industries were covered by the 
Import Duties Act Inquiry. The remaining 1937/8 results 
Will be published in the reports of the 1948 Census. For 
industries not included in the Inquiry of 1937, the comparison 
in the present series of reports will be between the 1946 and 
the 1935 census date. 


Industries Covered in the 1946 Census 


As explained above, it was decided not to take a full 
census for 1946. It was, therefore, necessary to select a 
tlatively small number of industries as the subject of the 
inquiry, and this was done with the object of supplementing 
industrial data otherwise inadequate and to obtain up-to- 
date and comprehensive information on certain industries 
Playing a vital part in combating present economic diffi- 
culties. A further consideration governing the choice of

the field of enquiry was the need for obtaining from a 
representative cross-section of industry information on 
the answering of census questions, which would help in 
designing post-war censuses in a form apt to the needs 
of government and the requirements of business. 

The industries and activities covered were: 

Chemicals, dyestuffs and drugs. 

Mechanical engineering. 

Electrical engineering. 

Tools and implements. 

Hardware, hollow-ware, metallic furniture and sheet 
metal. 

Clothing. 

Hats, caps and millinery. 

Printing, bookbinding, etc. 

Book publishing. 

Building and contracting. 

Local authorities. 

Separate preliminary reports will be issued on each of 
the above industries, but instead of one report on each 
of the two engineering industries, a number of sectional 
reports will be published, eight for mechanical engineering 
and five for electrical. 


Scope of the Inquiries 


Detailed returns from firms employing 10 or fewer 
persons were last obtained at the 1924 Census; at the 
1930 and 1935 Censuses, the only information required 
from the generality of such firms was a statement of the 
nature of their businesses and the average number of their 
male and female employees in the year. In certain trades, 
such as Clothing, Printing, bookbinding, etc., and 
Building and contracting, the output of small firms repre- 
sents a very considerable proportion of total output ; 
consequently, at the 1946 Census, small firms in these 
trades were asked for a limited amount of information 
about output and materials, as well as particulars of 
employment. 

The scope of the Import Duties Act Inquiry of 1937 
was more limited. Returns were not required from estab- 
lishments employing 10 or fewer persons, establishments 
whose business mainly consisted of repair work, and work- 
shops principally engaged in carrying out work on materials 
supplied by other firms. Moreover, although the Clothing 
Trade was covered in 1937, information was not collected 
from. bespoke tailoring establishments or about the 
making-up workshops of drapers, etc. 


Contents of the Preliminary Reports 

The statistics presented in this and subsequent pre- 
liminary reports are provisional. In particular, information 
from firms employing 10 or fewer persons is excluded, as 
is also data from certain larger establishments which at 
this stage have not been received or verified. The deficiency 
for the larger establishments is not believed to be sub- 
stantial. As was customary before the war, the preliminary 
reports will not comprehend all the data collected at the 
census and will be presented in six tables, viz. :— 

I. Summary figures (from establishments in the trade 
reported on) of the value of gross and net output, 
materials and fuel purchased or used, amounts paid 
for work given out, the average number of employees 
and the net output per employee. 

Il. Quantity and value of sales or output of principal 
products. 


III. Exports, retained imports and production (or sales) 
of principal products. 
IV. Value of sales or output of other products. 


V. Quantity and cost of principal materials and fuel 
purchased or used. 

VI. Numbers of operatives and other staff employed, and 
their remuneration. 

So far as possible, comparable figures will be given for 
1937 or 1935, but there have been numerous changes in 
classification and in some instances the only comparable 
pre-war figure relates to a broad group. 

As is indicated, Table I gives statistics of the establish- 
ments classified in the specific trade, this classification 
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being made according to the nature of their main output, 
and this also applies to the figures in Tables IV, V and VI. 
Table II is constructed on a different basis being a tabulation 
of the output (or sales) of certain principal products, the 
bulk of which is in general produced by establishments 
whose output consists mainly of these products and which 
are classified accordingly, but some of which constitute 
production of secondary importance by establishments 
classified to other trades. The particulars given for 1946 
in Table II may be incomplete, not only on account of the 
factor mentioned above, but because some establishments 
in other trades covered by the Partial Census may have 
made these products and these particulars may not have 
been taken into account,

Instructions for Making Returns 


The following notes explain the meaning of the terms 
used in the tables and will help in the interpretation of the 
preliminary reports by outlining the general instructions 
given to firms on the way in which returns were to be com- 


pleted. 


Pericd Covered 


Kstablishments were required to make returns for the 
ealendar year 1946, though if the calendar year was not 
their year of account, a return for a business year ending 
between April 5, 1946, and April 6, 1947, was accepted. 
A similar concession was made at pre-war censuses. 


Valuation*%of Output 


The value required at the 1946 Census was the net 
selling value of all goods made by the firm and sold in the 
year of return, whether the goods were produced in that 
year or not. For the building industry, however, a return 
of the value of the work done in the year was required. 
Net seiling value is interpreted as the amount charged to 
customers whether on an ex-works or delivered basis and 
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net of any trade discounts, agents’ commissions, allowance 
for returnable cases, etc. However, in the case of goods 
charged on a delivered basis to customers overseas, firng 
were required to give the f.o.b. value. 

Where separate returns were made for different depart. 
ments of the same firm, and goods produced in one depart. 
ment were used in another department, the goods were 
required to be included in the output of the first (producing 
department, and in the materials of the second (using 
department, on the basis of the charge that would haye 
been made to an independent purchaser buying simile;

Gross Ouiput 


The gross output of a trade is the total value of work 
done during the year. Alternatively, it is the value of 
sales plus the value at the end of the year of work in pro- 
gress and of finished products in stock minus the corres- 
ponding value at the beginning of the year. From this su 
has also to be deducted any payment made to other firms for 
transport outwards to offset a like amount included in the 
ecorded value of goods sold. It has been possible to make 
his last deduction only in respect of certain trades fot 
which separate particulars of transport payments were 
obtained ; the figures for gross output for the remaining 
trades are consequently overstated to this extent. 

Firms which undertook merchanting or factoring tran- 
sactions in addition to their manufacturing business, i.¢y 
the purchase and re-sale of goods which undergo no inter 
vening manufacturing process, were instructed to exclude 
particulars respecting such transactions from their return.

Materials and Fuel 


The total cost of materials and fuel purchased includes 
all materials purchased during the year for use in the 
production of goods ; fuel, oil, gas and electricity purchased 
for all purposes; packing and workshop materials ; office 
materials; water charges; materials for repairs to the 
firm’s own buildings, plant and vehicles when carried out 
by their own workpeople ; and consumable tools purchased 
to replace those worn out within the year, together with 
replacement parts for machinery. The cost of these 
materials should, of include any duty paid and 
transport charges to the firm’s works other than transport 
carried out by the firm’s own staff. Firms were instructed 


course, 
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to exclude the value of any materials supplied by customers 
for processing, and also the cost of any goods purchased 
for re-sale without further processing. 

The cost of materials used in the year is arrived at by 
adjusting the total cost of materials purchased by the 
change in the value of stocks of materials between the 
beginning and end of the year. 

As explained materials transferred between 
departments of one firm are recorded at prices which 
would have been charged to an independent buyer; this 
contrasts with instructions at pre-war inquiries when firms 
were instructed to include materials so transferred at the 
amount credited to the producing department.

Persons Employed and Working Proprietors 


Firms, other than limited companies, were required to 


state the number of working proprietors engaged in the 
usiness. If the business was a partnership, all active 
partners were to be included; also inembers of their families 





who worked in it without receiving fixed wages or salaries. 
Persons working less than half the normal hours were to be 
excluded. At the pre-war censuses, such working proprietors 
were included as ‘* persons employed.”’ Firms were 
required to classify persons employed by them under the 
two he adings of (i) operatives and (ii) administrative, tech- 
nical and clerical staff. 

Administrative, technical and clerical staff includes 
managers, superintendents and works foremen; research, 
experimental, development, technical and design employees 
other than operatives; draughtsmen and tracers; and 
office (including works office) employees. 

‘Operatives ” includes all other classes of employees, 
1@., broadly speaking, all manual wage-earners. The 
figures include operatives engaged in outside work of 
erection, fitting, etc. in the United Kingdom, as well as 
those employed in or about the factory or works ; inspectors, 
Viewers and similar workers: and operatives employed 
in transport work, stores and warehouses (unless employed 
at a separate selling or transport organization). 

All of these figures were to exclude persons required in 
connection with any merchanting business carried on by 
the firm, all canteen employees and outworkers. 

The particulars required related to the persons on the pay 

toll in certain specified weeks, whether full-timers or part- 
umers, including those temporarily absent from work 
through sickness or holidays, but excluding those who 
Were stood-off or who were on strike for the whole of the 
week, 
_ ims were required to state the numbers employed 
In the pay-week ended on or about October 26, 1946 (or 
October 27, 1945, if the return covered a period ended 
before October 31, 1946), distinguishing males and females 
and those aged under 18 years. The number of operatives 
employed in a specified week in each month of the period 
Covered by the return was also required. 

In trades where they are employed, the number of 
outworkers employed at four dates in the year was required 
to be stated, outworkers being defined as persons employed 
by the firm who worked on materials supplied by the firm 
but did not work on the premises. Sub-contractors were 
hot to be included. 

Essentially the only differences between the figures for 
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1946 and those obtained before the war are that the latter 
included working proprietors in administrative, technical 
and clerical staff, and works foremen among the operatives. 


Wages and Salaries 

Firms were required to state the amounts paid during 
each quarter of the year of return to operatives and to 
administrative, technical and clerical staff. Payments 
to working proprietors, whether salaries or not, were 
to be excluded. The amounts returned were to include 
all bonuses and commissions, and were to be stated before 
deductions for income tax, insurances, contributory 
pensions, etc. Payments in kind, travelling expenses, 
lodging allowances, ete., were to be ignored. 

In conjunction with the 1935 Census of Production a 
voluntary enquiry was conducted by the Ministry of 
Libour into the total wages bills of firms making Census 
returns. The proportion of firms that made returns both 
to the Census of Production Office and to the Ministry 
of Labour widely as between the different trades, 
but it was possible, on the basis of these sampies, to estimate

Using the archaic haphazard methods of their ancestors 
the Malagasy peasant farmer composing 90 per cent. of the 
population finds little difficulty in providing for his simple 
needs from the cultivation of rice, maize, manioc and butter- 
beans, picking vanilla, cloves, raffia and brecding livestock. 

Rice, their staple diet, grows in most parts of the island, 
and the production of paddy averaged 500,040 tons annually 
pre-war, while coffee and vanilla between them accounted 
for 30 to 40 per cent. of the total value of exports. Modern 
agricultural methods, ill-suited to broken country of low 
fertility and backward cultivation, has only been introduced 
on an insignificant scale among the few 
cessionaries.

Small quantities of alluvial gold are also obtained. Local 
industries, consisting pre-war of meat-packing factories and 
tanneries, rice mills, sugar factories, oil works, distilleries 
and tapioca works, were encouraged by the absence of 
war-time competition from imported arti¢les to start manu- 
facturing shoes and other leather goods, chocolate, soap and 
cloth. These to-day are small but flourishing industries. 

Exports, owing to Allied purchases in raw materials, 
suffered less severely from curtailment than imports, which 
fell below 50 per cent. of pre-war normal between 1940 and 
1946. An accumulation of 2,409 million colonial francs* in 
favourable trade balances measures the gap between exports

The fact that neither imports nor local industry could 
effectively meet minimum local requirements has been 
responsible for many of Madagascar’s present difficulties, 
and has deprived the Colony of the means to prevent such 
familiar symptoms of inflation as rising prices, shortage and 
hoarding of essential commodities. To-day note circulation 
at 3,000 million francs, compared with 400 million in 1939, 
indicates the extent of unabsorbed purchasing power, just 
as the cost of living index, which is now ten times the pre 
war level. 


Import Permits 

Two urgent problems confront the Administration : the 
pacification of the areas affected by the revolt of March 
1947; and, secondly, the restoration of economic stability 
by large-scale discriminate importation. Shortages have 
been most severe in items such as cotton goods, cement and 
building materials, motor vehicles, machinery, tools, 804P: 
condensed milk and native cooking pots. From the yearly 
average of 6,500 tons, imports of cotton goods dropped to 
2.000 tons in war-time. The Ministry of Colonies, realizing 
the dangers of this accumulated deficit in an essential 
commodity, granted special allocations of sterling for 
cotton goods: A sum was also allotted for cement. Apart 
from these special quotas, 1947 provisions in sterling have 
figured conspicuously in the Colony’s import programme for 
a total of £1,060,000. A further small amount was earmarked 
for specific purchases of equipment under development 
schemes of which more will be said in succeeding paragraphs.

All imports from foreign countries must be covered by 
import permits which are not normally given when French 
manufacturers can supply the equivalent. Import licences 
remain valid for one year, and can only be extended in 
exceptional circumstances. Control of imports by half- 
yearly programming aims at procuring the Colony’s basic 
requirements, and at securing an equitable distribution of 
foreign currencies made available by the French Treasury to 
her overseas possessions. The amount of foreign currency 
thus allocated to any particular territory does not necessarily 
correspond to the amount of foreign currency earned by that 
territory. 

Customs duty, in principle 15 per cent. ad valorem, is not 
applied to a number of goods classed as essential; others 
pay only 8 per cent. or below. Intending exporters to 
Madagascar would do well to remember the infrequency of 
direct shipping opportunities, and that while the weekly 
airmail may take only 3 or 4 days, ships average between 
2 and 3 months; that goods require first-class packing to 
resist a long journey and rough handling outside and inside 
the Colony. 

Present-day statistics show that Madagascar’s imports are 
derived from much the same sources as pre-war, when the 
bulk of foreign imports came from the United States or the 
British Empire. South Africa now supplies coal that 
formerly the United Kingdom supplied.

Development Schemes 


The year 1946 marked the 50th anniversary of Madagascar 
as a French colony and may also be a turning point in its 
evolution. The Monnet Plan, which was issued in that 
year, envisaged an increase in the economic self-dependence 
of French overseas territories. In Madagascar agriculture 
has so far been the mainstay of an unspectacular but well- 
balanced economy, while the potential mineral resources 
remain an unknown quantity. However, schemes intended 
to transform Madagascar into a modern country within ten 
years have already been approved and put into operation 
for an estimated expenditure of 28 million colonial francs. 
The financing of these schemes, known as the ‘‘ Equipment 
and Development Plan,”’ falls mainly to the Home Govern- 


ment, whose special credit organizations fix the amount of 


state subsidy and long-term loans at low interest to be 
allocated each year. Private (including foreign) investment 
will be encouraged. 

Through this plan, Madagascar and its Dependencies will 
receive the benefits of modern civilization. ’ Roads, railways 
and port installations built to suit another age, are to be 
modernized, hydro-electric power to be extended, mineral 
resources developed and new industries set up. Special 
attention will be paid to agricultural production, by 
increasing soil fertility, and extending the area under 
cultivation, by irrigation and the opening of experimental 
stations and model farms. Enlarged veterinary services 
will improve stock-breeding. Communications will be 
greatly extended by building new roads and new air-fields 
with modern equipment and the existing railway line from 
Tamatave to Antananarivo is scheduled for electrification 
and broadening of the gauge. 

The principal deep-water port of Tamatave is to be 
re-equipped to take double the present traffic of 245,000 
tons. In mining and industry, private enterprise will 
receive assistance: plans for the exploitation of rich coal 
deposits in the south of the island are already well advanced. 
Such, in outline, are the main projects of the Plan, on which 
the future of Madagascar depends, projects which in their 
turn very much depend on the effort made by the Colony 
itself to cure its own ailments, as well as on a return of 
confidence in the world at large. 

Good opportunities therefore exist for British goods, 
which as elsewhere have established their reputation for 
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quality.

mentioned, Madagascar will need considerable quantities of 
agricultural and mining machinery, constructional 
material for roads, railways, ports and hydraulic installs.

of which ranks among the major problems), and all the 
countless accessories such as motor transport, aircraft, hig 
tension and telephone cables, etc. In this field British 
export trade is more likely to encounter competition from 
Switzerland and Belgium (with whom France has Trade 
Agreements) than, under present conditions of shortage of 
dollars, from the United States.

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Import Licensing in the 
Belgian Congo 


SHORT statement on import licensing in the Belgian 
Congo was published in the Board of Trade Journal on 
June 14, 1947. The following notes are in amplifica- 

tion of that statement and take its place. 

The introduction into the Belgian Congo and the Mandated 
Territories of Ruanda-Urundi of all goods for consumption 
there, and the acquisition of foreign exchange to pay for such 
imports, are subject to licences-issued by a Currency and 
Import Committee established for the purpose in Leopold- 
ville and by Sub-Committees established under the auspices 
of the Banque du Congo Belge in the principal towns of the 
territories. 

Applications for licences are referred to Leopoldville only 
in the case of the following goods (Category ‘‘ A ’’) :— 

Flour, meat, milk, and butter. 

Coal and derivative fuels—coke. 

Rubber and manufactures of rubber. 

Seeds and culinary seeds. 

Petroleum, petroleum derivatives and products of 
petroleum. 

Large industrlal plant. 

All products manufactured from iron and steel, except 
iron for concrete. 

Scrap from iron, steel, castings and burnt iron. 

Hides and skins and manufactures of hides and skins. 

For all other goods (Category ‘‘ B’’) import licences are 
issued regionally without reference to Leopoldville. 

The licences are neither assignable nor transferable and 
importers in the Congo must apply for and obtain the 
relevant licences before placing firm orders on overseas 
suppliers. It is not expected that Belgian Congo importers 
of British goods will experience difficulty in obtaining import 
licences, but British exporters are advised to ensure that 
their purchasers have obtained the relevant licences before 
entering into final commitments to supply. 

Applications for licences may be submitted by importers 
to any bank in the Congo or Ruanda-Urundi on the relevant 
printed form, one copy of which is endorsed and returned to 
the importer if the application is accepted, and constitutes 
the import licence and the authority to acquire exchange. 
The import licence is valid for one year, that is to say, 
arrival in the Congo of goods covered by the licence must be 
notified to the Customs Authorities within one year of the 
date of issue of the licence. The Authority to purchase 
foreign exchange for immediate or subsequent payment to 
the overseas supplier of the goods referred to in the import 
licence is only valid for six calendar months including the 
month of issue. Applications for extension of the period of 
validity of the import licences and Authority to acquire 
exchange may be granted by the issuing Authorities pro- 
vided the importer can show that early arrival of the goods 
may be expected. Extensions will be granted in respect of 
goods essential to the economy of the Congo without 
formality. 

Payment is normally arranged by Letter of Credit or 
against presentation of documents in the Congo. 

In practice these arrangements work very smoothly, 
although it may appear at first sight, that they impose a 
considerable handicap on suppliers of capital and other 
goods requiring a long period of manufacture. In fact, as 
mentioned above, extensions of the period of validity of 
import licences are granted in the majority of cases with the 
minimum of formality, and exporters to this very desirable 
market should experience little difficulty in respect of the 
limitations imposed by the licensing and exchange regula- 
tions.

Excise Tax Amendment: The United Kingdom Senior 
Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has torwarded a copy of a 
Circular, issued by the Department of National Revenue, 
dated February 18, 1948, which amends, with effect trom 
November 18, 1947, the list of goods subject to the 25 per 
cent. Excise Tax (see Board of Trade Journal of December 
6, 1947, and February 7, 1948) by the deletion of the 
following items : 

Hot plates and grills. 

Engines or motors for use in boats or vessels, except 
when the boats or vessels are to be used exclusively in 
commercial or industrial enterprises. 

Musical instruments of all kinds. 


Import Quota for Motor Vehicles : A letter dated February 
9 from the Canadian Minister of Trade and Commerce to 
the Minister of Finance, which was tabled in the Canadian 
House of Commons on February 17, provides that import 
permits be issued freely during 1948 for individual ship- 
ments of motor vehicles and parts from the United Kingdom 
and other non-scheduled countries under ‘Tariff items 
438a, 438b, 438c, 438d, or 438e, until the total invoice 
value of such importations by all importers from any one 
such country aggregates $7,500,000. 





Siam 
Exchange Control: The Board of Trade have received a 
copy of Notice to Authorized Banks No. 45 of February 4, 
1948, issued by the Bank of Siam, which states that until 
further notice applications for official exchange will be 
considered by the Bank of Siam for the following purposes

(2) Requirements of public health bodies and institutions 
pertaining to the work of such bodies and institutions. 
(3) Educational requirements : 
(a) For Siamese students abroad, including cost of 
passage and living expenses.

(4) Importation of books, papers and periodicals, for 
public libraries and for private use. 
(5) Remittance of dividends to shareholders residing 
abroad. (This applies only to dividends declared by 
public utility limited companies formed and regis- 
tered in Siam). 
The above list cancels the list of priority imports published 
in the Board of Trade Journal of March 8, 1947, page 348. 

Payment for other imports will be made with exchange 
obtained on the open market or with exchange resulting 
from export transactions as described in the above- 
mentioned Notice.

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Exemption from Canadian 
Dumping Duty 


HEfattention of United Kingdom exporters is drawn 

to Canadian regulations regarding assessment of duty 

when the home market value of goods exported t 
Canada has increased between the time of purchase anj 
the date of shipment. 

Under Section 6 of the Customs Tariff, the amount of 
any advance in the market value of goods between the 
time of their purchase by the importer and the date of 
their exportation to Canada is not subject to special o 
dumping duty provided that the purchase agreement} 
firmly establishes the price and quantity, and final shipment 
is made within a period in accordance with usual home 
market practice, and further provided that the actual 
date of purchase is established to the satisfaction of the 
collector of customs by contracts or other sufficient docy- 
mentary evidence. 

Where such an increase in price has taken place the 
Canadian customs authorities will normally accept an 
invoice without the application of dumping duty if 4 
declaration is shown on the face of the invoice in the 
following terms :— 

‘* The difference between the values in the two columns 
on this invoice is aceounted for by fluctuation in the 
market values between date of purchase and date of 
shipment.” 

It will facilitate entry of goods in such cases if the 
invoice shows the date of purchase and the fair market 
value at that date. 


United States of America 


Marking of Imports from India and Pakistan : A United 
States Treasury Decision, No. 51828, published on January 
22, announces that consequent on the division of British 
India into three categories, as shown below, the following 
procedure must now be adopted for the marking of goods 
entering the United States from these countries : 

Products of the Dominion of India must be marked 
indicate that India or the Dominion of India is the country 
of origin, and products of the Dominion of Pakistan must be 
marked to indicate that Pakistan or the Dominion of 
Pakistan is the country of origin, except that markirg to 
indicate India as the country of origin of products of the 
Dominion of Pakistan shall be acceptable on articles arriving 
in the United States before the expiration of 60 days after 
the publication of the decision in the weekly United States 
Treasury Decisions mentioned above. 

The United States Treasury Decision No. 51828 defines 
British India as follows :— 

Pakistan. The Dominion of Pakistan includes Sind, 
Northwest Frontier Province, the parts of Baluchistan 
formerly under direct British administration, and the new 
provinces of West Punjab and East Bengal. West Punjab 
includes all the former province of Punjab except the 
districts of Kangra, Hoshiarpur, Jullundur, Ambala, Karnal, 
Rohtak, Gurgaon, Hissar, Ferozepore, Ludhiana, Amritsar, 
and portions of the districts of Lahore and Gurdaspur. East 
Bengal includes all the former province of Bengal except 
the districts of Midnapore, Bankura Howrah, the 24 
Parganas, Hooghly, Burdwan, Birbhum, Murshidabad, 
Darjeeling, and portions of Jessore, Nadia, Malda, Dinajput, 
and Jalpaiguri. Also included in East Bengal is a portion of 
the Sylhet district, formerly in Assam. Indian State 
affiliated with the Dominion of Pakistan include t 
Baluchistan States, Khairpur, Bahawalpur, Chitral, Dit, 
Swat, and Junagadh. 

Undetermined. The status of Hyderabad is not ye 
determined since it has not acceded either to the Dominion 
of India or to the Dominion of Pakistan. 

India. All the remainder of India except the territorie 
belonging to France and Portugal is included in the 
Dominion of India or in Indian States affiliated with it.
